3. He notes it pag 13 6* to be very obrervabIe,thac no Animal 
befides Birds, can !eam, or, by any means, be taugh: to fpeak, or to 
imitate a mans voice: IVemafadd^ Nor yet to imitate , and much 
lefs to emulate Mans Tinging, or any mufic made by man; As our 
Author records a hot and continued contention betw^een a Gentle- 
man of his Acquaintance, and a Nightingale free in a Grove, for 
the victory infmging, 79 ; which ftory fupports the credit of the 
old contention between the Nightingale and the Lutenift, celebrated 
in the Elegant Poefie of Famianm Strada. And the famous Lord 
Feneske gave his voLe,i;'as Gafkndm tells usj for the mufic of Birds 
above any Harmony chat man can make. And the mufic of Birds 
tS then fvveeteft, when they are free^ and at full liberty, fand cannot 
complain of reflraint) in a Grove; and where they can choofc 
theirConforts, and the places, and poflures of approach or di- 
ftance, and with choice of Echoes, as our Author noted in the 
Nightingals and Wood^larks , two Nightingals to two Wood larks, 
79. And we have not feen any Animals more fondly loving to 
M ankind, than Birds. And it feem.s eafie to tame Birds to refort 
to what Groves wepleafe, (and fome have performed it ;) there to 
build their Nefis, and to breed up their young, on!y being furnifh- 
ed with fit materials at hand : And for fuch as cannot bear our Win- 
ter, or our Summer, they may in feafon be invited into clean en- 
clofures. And when at liberty, they may be confined to one Grove 
or Thicket adorned v/ith fragrant and health-breathing Trees ^ and 
alighted from fruit fiH Groves, where they arc hurtful; though 

neither 
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neither be many furlongs diftant from each other, nor from the 
Lords Manfion. 

Neither is there fcarce any Animal fo fierce, but may be tamed 
byMufic, orby fomeother way of Cicuratm ; moft of them for 
Human ufe.For proof of which,! referr to two ingenuous Chapters, 
the 8/^ chapt* of Mufc^ and the i ith of The Art of taming mid 
Beafis^ in the brief Treatife of Human Indufiry, or Of Human Wit; 
which deferves to be correded, and reprinted, and continually 
augmented, as Arcs grow on j fo that this Treatife may grow on, as 
Diftionaries have grown to more perfedion. thefe are for words 
and difcourfes ; that for Realities, Arts, and Sciences. 

Since the moft furious of Mankind, and the fierceft of other A- 
iiimals maybe tam'dbyMufic (as is there inftanced ^^4p*S.) and 
fince the Crocodile, Serpents, Fiflies, and Sea-monfters may be 
made fond and ferviceable to Mankind, fas is copioufly there in- 
ftanced chap, i r.) we may thence hope and prefume , that the Ch 
curation of all Animals in the Groves and Woods, in the Wildernef:;, 
Seas and Rivers,may hereafter come into more efteem,and into n^ore 
general ufeand pradife^than now it is 5 and more compleatly to 
afferc Mans dominion over this whole Globe, than hitherto is at- 
tained. 

And that this difcipltne is not a very Novelty, but (of old)be^ 
longing to Agriculture, according to the ftaunch method of learn- 
ed Varro^ when he was 80 years old ; we have his teftimony /.3» de 
re rujiica^ r.

hos pifces nemo cocm in jus vocare audet. 

'Tis not now for our credit, to loofe any ground or footing of 
the Dominion,which our Anceftors long fince acquired.'Tis a noble 
Work, and work enough for fome ages to come. Statius Sylvarum 
la.Leo manfuetm Imp. reports the tamentfs and couragious fervice-

Our American Colonics are concerned for the one, and for the o- 
ther; for the taming of Man and Beads ; boththeSavages.andthe 
WilderneiTes. And fome have a peculiar faculty and proiDptnefs 
for both. But to tame the wild and favage Man, is thehardeft task, 
as Xenofhon faith, wsj-li ^J^ *^lhQV ifx^h » ip^^^^f ; and as Seneca , 
Nullum eji animal homine morofim^ aut major e arte traliandum. Yet 
we hear. That the Savages in many parts, tor a good gufi: in drefllng 
the Venifon which they have taken, and for other uncoftly gratifi- 
cations, m\\ prove better hunters, then our befl Kennels ^ and very 
ferviceable upon thebpldeft and moft difficult adventures on the 
Land, or in the Water. And as thofe Singing-birds (m the opini- 
on of fomej are tamed to beft purpofe, which are free, and at call, 
in the Groves ; fo alfoare thofe Savages tamed beft, who tafte the 
crueft freedom in Civil Government, and Civil Manners, in good 
Difcipline,aQdina life of agreeable delights, and reafonable fa- 
tisfaftion. This were to retrive the prudence of the old Romans, 
whilft they raifed their Empire : Then they reclaimed more Barba- 
rians by their ingenious Civilities, than they fubdued by oppreffi- 
on and force , as is gravely teftified by Saluft. But , when they 
became unnatural by their luxury and divifions,then they fufFcred 
the InundationSj and fell under the feet of Barbarians^ 

And no Treat can be more fafe, innocent, and effectual for an un- 
reclaimed people, to reduce them to apply their ears to the bed do- 
cuments^ thanMufic; Sometimes to make their Wilderncfs eccho 
with the Trumpet, Corner, and ioudeft Mufick ; Sometimes to 
cheer up all with the merry Flagellate, Flute, Fife,and Pipe : And 
when the game is ended, to fweeten dill with the Lute, Harps , and 
Violins;
